1. CHINA 

FROM NAIROBI, MICHAEL KAUEMAN WRITES THAT WESTERN AND MID 
EAST DIPS VIEW SOVS/CUBA AS TRYING TO END US/PRC AFRICAN 
ROLE. CHINESE REPORTEDLY CONCERNED ABOUT TANZANIAN BE- 
TRAYAL/MOVEMENT AWAY FROM NONALIGNED POSITION. SAYS SOV/ 
CUBAN EFFORT ALL BUT ENDED PRC INFLUENCE IN RHODESIAN 
NATIONALIST RANKS (NYT 3/13).

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DOCUMENTS CIRCULATING AMONG HIGH-LEVEL PRC OFFICIALS 
REPORTEDLY INDICATE HUA (IN REPLY TO LETTER FROM TENG)
